Minister of Public Works 
Scores Conservatives For 
Their Gloomy Talk 

T G. McBride, Cariboo, Ad¬ 
vocates Naval Defence For 
Ports of Province 


Ottawa, April 2.—The lowering of 
the tariff on machinery used In the 
lumbering Industry had undoubtedly 
been of great benefit to British Co¬ 
lumbia, said Hon. J. H. King. Min- 
later of Public Works, last evening, 
la addressing the Commons during 
•the budget debate. 

IMPROVEMENT OBSERVED 

He dealt with a number of Indus¬ 
tries which had shown marked Im¬ 
provement In recent year*. He 
Wished to dispel the picture of gloom 
drawn by sdtne of the Conservative 
members as to conditions In British 
Columbia. The Province from which 
he came was making excellent pro- 

tT pr. King was satisfteAJhst In so 
fair as British Columbia was con¬ 
cerned, with Its liberal endowment 
or basic tndmtrtofe c t w O f y e n—wf* a 
tariff policy was sound. 

The PrTKie Minister bad been 
charged with not saying the same 
things In Eastern Canada that he 
had said in the Weat. 8uch chargee 
were net true. Probably no Prime 
Mlnlater. bad ever been better re¬ 
ceived In Western Canada than Pre¬ 
mier King on hia last tour. 

Dr. King believed the country .as 
a whole was satisfied the Govern¬ 
ment should continue Its prork. 
PUBLIC WORKS 

Dr. King said the speech Just de¬ 
livered by Hon. R. J. Manlon. Con¬ 
servative. Fort William, was **a real 
campaign speech." Dr. Manlon had 
Intimated there was extravagance In 
connection with the public works, 
why not be fair? To-day the depart¬ 
ment was administering and carrying 
on the public work* of the es—try 
at half the appropriation voted In 
llti > 

COMMISSIONS WORK 

Dr. Manlon had offered criticism 
of two of the comm is* Ions appointed 
by the Government—the Grain Com¬ 
mission and the Pulp wood Commis¬ 
sion. The Grain Commission had 
been established, said Dr. King. In 
response to numerous demands from 
the prairies and allegations that the 
drcumstaacea connected with the 
marketing of Canadian grain re¬ 
quired Investigation. The Govern¬ 
ment hoped that out of the report of 
that commission would come legisla¬ 
tion which would cure some of the 
thing* complained of. Similarly, the 
report of the Pulp wood Commission 
amamight prove valuable. 

He defended the action of the Gov¬ 
ernment in sending three of the 
party whips to Wembley at an ex¬ 
penditure of 24.200.
